TOKYO (AP) - 
Teen-age 


wizards of the water and a 
track and field team that.over- 
shadowed the Soviet Union in 
depl.li and versatility gave a 
definite red, white and blue tint 
to the 18th Olympic Games. 


Although the Russians collect- 


,e,d the most medals, the Ameri- 
cans picked up the biggest 
cache of championship golds 
and took the limelight from 
their Soviet rivals in the pres- 
,tige events. 


The Stars and Stripes were 


raised so often over the main 
stadium and the swimming pool 
that one American competitor 
said, 'I thought they would wear 
out the flag" and Japanese 
school children went through 
the streets whistling "The Star 
Spangled Banner." 


American swimmers and div- 


ers won 16 of 22 events, smash- 
ing the world record in almost 
all pf them, in a near sweep of 
the swimming competition. The 
,U.S. added 14 gold medals in 
i track and field, winning the 
i 5,000 and 10,000 meters for the 
[first time in history. 


The Yanks maintained their 


60-year monopoly in basketball, 
crushing the Russians in the 
fipal game 73-59, and suffered 
disappointments only in boxing, 
wrestling and weight-lifting. 


It was in' these events, plus 


gymnastics, that the Russians 
picked up the bulk of their 96 
medals, six more 
than the 


American total. But it was over- 
all a sub-par performance for 
the giants from behind the Iron 
Curtain. 


The Soviet coaches came in 


for criticism from Pravda, the 
Communist organ, and Gabriel 
Korobkov, the head track and 
field coach, said bitterly, "Our 
athletes are too old and warn 
out —we need new blood." 


He also said he was quitting. 


One pundit remarked that his 
next post may be an assignment 
in Siberia.
